This  Institution,  which  was  established  Eighteen  years  ago  by 
Miss  Frances  E.  Ufford,  of  New  Jersey,  and  Miss  Helen  J.  North- 
rup,  of  Minnesota,  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  elect- 
ed by  Mecklenburg  Presbytery. 

,  The  aim  of  the  Institution  is  to  prepare  young  women  for  the 
actual  duties  of  life — for  teaching  in  our  public  schools,  for  the 
duties  of  the  home,  or  for  entrance  to  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
ing. Full  recognition  is  given  to  the  fact  that  this  is,  above  all,  a 
Christian  school,  and  its  object  the  development  of  character  train- 
ing for  service  in  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  The  Bible 
and  Missions  are  taught  in  every  department. 

The  school  is  finely  situated  on  an  eminence  above  the  town  01 
Albemarle,  and  commands  a  view  of  the  town  and  surrounding 
country.  The  health  of  the  pupils  is  carefully  guarded  and  physi- 
cal culture  is  given  to  all. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

There  are  three  courses  of  study.  Preparatory,  Normal,  and 
College  Preparatory.  The  Normal  and  College  Preparatory  cover 
three  years  of  thirty-six  weeks  each. 

A  certificate  is  given  on  completion  of  the  studies  of  the  Pre- 
paratory Department,  but  no  diploma  will  be  conferred 
until  the  completion  of  the  entire  course.  To  enter  the  Normal  De- 
partment requires  one  year  of  Latin,  completion  of  Grammar- 
School  Arithmetic,  Geography,  United  States  History,  English  and 
North  Carolina  History,  High  School  Grammar,  Physiologs^,  ard 
Physical  Geography.    This  covers  a  Grammar-School  course. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Training  in  this  department  is  given  in  cooking,  sewing,  and 
general  house  work.  The  domestic  work  of  the  household  is  done 
by  the  students  as  part  of  their  training.  The  average  length  of 
work  is  one  hour  per  day.  Facilities  are  provided  pupils  for  doing 
their  own  laundry  work,  and  special  rates  are  offered  to  the  stu- 
dents by  the  local  steam  laundry. 
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ORGANIZATIONS. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  is  a  strong  feature 
in  the  life  of  the  school,  and  exerts  a  powerful  influence  in  the 
building  of  Christian  character. 

Young  People's  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance 
Union  not  only  establishes  the  members  in  firm  principles,  but  fits 
them  for  active  service  in  this  great  cause  after  leaving  the  school. 

There  are  two  literary  societies:  The  U  fiord  and  the  Northrup. 
Each  pupil  is  supposed  to  become  a  member  of  one  of  them. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Board  and  tuition  are  $20.25  per  quarter  of  nine  weeks  each. 
Each  pupil  is  required  to  pay  in  advance  a  medical  fee  of  $5.00, 
which  will  cover  physician's  charges  and  nursing,  except  in  cases 
of  protracted  illness.  Aid  is  furnished  to  a  limited  number  of  girls 
who  are  unable  to  reach  these  figures,  after  the  pupil  has  proven 
herself  worthy  of  it,  on  condition  that  she  remain  through  the 
school  year.  Otherwise  she  must  pay  for  the  time  she  has  been  in 
the  school  at  the  rate  of  $20.25  a  quarter.  Those  receiving  aid  must 
sign  a  contract  similar  to  the  following: 

"I promise  to  re- 
fund to  the  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute,  as  soon  as  I 
am  able,  the  money  which  has  been  advanced  to  me  from 
the  Student  Aid  Fund  during  my  stay  at  the  Institute."

All  tuition  must  be  paid  in  advance,  quarterly,  on  the  following 
dates:  September  5,  1912;  November  7,  1912;  January  9,  1913; 
March  13,  1913.  If  the  pupil  should  drop  out  after  the  beginning 
of  a  quarter  no  money  will  be  refunded.  Those  receiving  aid  must 
pay  at  least  $54.00  for  the  year,  or  $13.50  per  quarter. 

Tuition  for  day  pupils  $5.00  per  quarter  in  the  Preparatory  De- 
partment; $7.50  in  other  departments. 

Those  who  have  applied  must  renew  their  application  at  once 
if  they  still  desire  to  attend  the  school,  as  both  our  room  and  funds 
are  limited. 

No  pupil  will  be  received  for  less  than  the  entire  year,  except 
by  special  arrangement.  The  matriculation  of  a  student  will  be 
considered  as  a  contract  on  the  part  of  parents  or  guardians  for 
the  entire  year. 

The  students  will  be  taught  to  conduct  their  own  business.  All 
bills  will  be  presented  to  and  must  be  settled  by  students  them- 
selves. 

Money  for  music,  books,  or  personal  expenses  will  not  be  ad- 
vanced. 

REQUIREMENTS. 

The  boarding  pupils  are  required  to  provide  the  following: 
Uniform  of  navy  blue,  coat  suit  with  white  waists  for  church,  ging- 
ham dresses,  dress  and  four  aprons  for  household  work.  Uniform 
pap  must  be  procured  at  the  school.  Three  night  dresses,  four 
summer  undervests,  two  winter  undervests,  four  pairs  drawers, 
four  corset  covers,  two  white  underskirts,  two  colored  underskirts, 
two  pairs  of  sheets,  all  the  blankets  and  comforts  needed  for  cold 
weather,  bedspreads,  three  pillow  slips,  four  table  napkins,  tooth 
brush,  comb  and  brush,  cup  and  spoon  for  toilet,  umbrella,  and 
overshoes.  All  articles  to  be  laundered  must  be  marked  with  in- 
delible ink.  The  simplest  dressing  will  be  insisted  upon  and  no 
jewelry  will  be  allowed. 

All  students  must  furnish  their  own  books,  which  can  best  be 
obtained  at  the  school;  but  all  should  bring  such  books  as  they 
have  been  studying,  as  they  are  needed  for  reference.  Each  girl 
must  bring  a  Bible  for  classroom  use.

No  pupil  is  excused  from  any  department  of  house  work  to 
which  she  may  be  assigned,  as  that  work  is  part  of  the  school 
training;  and  no  pupil  is  knowingly  accepted  whose  physical 
strength  will  not  permit  her  to  take  her  share  of  the  household 
work. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  leave  school  and  go  home  without 
the  parent  or  guardian  having  first  written  to  the  President. 

No  visitors  will  be  received  on  the  Sabbath. 

All  communications  over  the  phone  must  be  received  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty.  " 

Credit  at  stores  is  forbidden. 

No  borrowing  is  allowed  between  students. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  INSTITUTE. 

Six  hundred  dollars  for  installing  a  sewerage  plant,  an  abso- 
lute, urgent  necessity. 

Six  hundred  dollars  for  installing  a  heating  plant. 

Scholarships  in  shape  of  yearly  contributions  of  $38,00  each  or 
in  the  form  of  permanent  endowment;  $600  invested  will  yield  the 
amount  required  for  the  support  of  a  pupil. 

These  several  objects  are  commended  to  the  prayerful  consider- 
ation of  all  generous  friends  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare  and 
higher  education  of  young  women. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  we  can  not  refrain  from  speaking  of  the  generous 
and  hearty  support  which  the  school  has  received  from  societies  in 
the  churches  of  our  Presbytery. 

We  would  also  return  our  grateful  acknowledgments  to  our  gen- 
erous friends,  North  and  South,  who  have  continued  their  aid  to 
needy  and  deserving  pupils,  enabling  them  to  remain  in  school  that 
they  might  the  better  fit  themselves  to  be  teachers  and  leaders  of 
others. 

Finally,  we  desire  to  make  thankful  acknowledgment  of  the 
prosperity  which  has  attended  our  school  during  the  year,  and 
above  all,  for  the  many  tokens  of  our  Heavenly  Father's  blessings 
with  which  He  has  favored  us.
